The Gospel has proven such a power in the: improve- 
ment of the temporal, not to mention spiritual, condition 
of this sex of our race, that they ought to feel under spe- 
cial obligations to further it to their unfortunate Sisters 
who are bowed down under the great weight of ignorance, 
Superstition and opprsssion. 

We find only three churches reporting women organi- 
zations, These are Carthage, Walnut Grov ‘and Friend- 
ship, at Lend. From the report we are led to believe 
that they are doing faithful and effectual work. We 
recommend that all our churches, and especially our 
women.and pastors, bestir themselves upon this subject, 
and whenever it is at all practicable see to it that 
Womens’ Mission Unions be organized ‘in our churches. 
Mrs. Wood, of Meridian, will take pleasure in furnishiny 
all necessary inforwation about organizing and conduct- 
ing this work, if she simply be applied to for it.
